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Thanks to the standards established by the American Horse Shows 
Association, the United States Pony Clubs and the U. S. Equestrian Team, 
horsemanship in this country has made remarkable strides during the past 
twenty years. In one respect we have been going backwards, however. 
The ignorance displayed by otherwise excellent horsemen and horsewomen 
about the land they ride over is really appalling, 

Riding across country for sport has its origins, of course, in the hunt- 
ing field. Historically speaking hunting rights were the property of the 
Crown, or were reserved by the squirearchy when they leased their exten- 
sive holdings to individual tenants. In the ante-bellum South, when fox- 
hunters such as George Washington and Lord Fairfax arranged a meet of 
hounds and brought their respective packs to hunt together, they hunted 
almost entirely on their own land. In more modern times, after the great 
estates had been divided, all farmers worked their land with horses ana 
many bred their mares to Thoroughbred sires in order to get a hunter or 
two to ride with the local pack. 

To-day, however, unless a farmer happens to like riding (and not many 
can afford the time), there is no earthly reason why he should let you or 
anyone else ride across his land. If he is kind enough to do so, we must 
make doubly sure that his kindness is not abused, that he has no reason to 
regret it. We must express our appreciation, of course. We must also 
refrain from doing anything which in fact damages his land, or which 
might damage it. And we must adhere to these standards whether we hunt 
or whether we hack quietly along the lanes and across the fields. 

How much do you know about land? Almost anyone should be able 
to distinguish natural woods, where it is safe to ride, from plantations of 
young trees, where it is not. Almost anyone should know enough not to 
ride through standing crops of corn, wheat, barley and hay. But when 
small grain crops are young, can you tell them from young hayfields, and 
can you tell the latter from permanent pasture? Can you recognise the 
successive stages of land preparation, ploughing, discing, leveling, harrow- 
ing and seeding. Considering recent rainfall, can you tell what sort of land 
will show hoofmarks? All these things you should know before you can 
call yourselves cross country horsemen. 
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Furthermore you should know 
them anywhere you may ride. In 
your own country you should know 
much more. You should know and 
become friendly with the owners of 
the land you wish to cross; you 
should learn the boundaries of their 
farms; you should secure their per- 
mission and make sure whether 
there are certain fields or certain 
times to be avoided. And you must 
learn and practice all these things, 
not only for your own sake, but also 
for the sake of all others who ride 
across country and for the good 
name of the sport which means so 
much to all of us.

Combined Training 
Events 





Dear Sir: 

I was very interested in your remarks 
on Combined Training Events, standards 
of judging the dressage phase etc. It was 
exactly the same in England when this 
sport started after the Olympic Games of 
1948 in London. And how popular these 
events are now! To the late Capt. Tony 
Collings of the Porlock Vale School and to 
the Duke of Beaufort are due the enormous 
progress and popularity of this sport. The 
other day I judged, together with the Olym- 
pic dressage rider Mrs. L. Johnstone, the 
open dressage event at Wellesbourne. 
There were 5 dressage arenas (I) and 120 
entries, The same enormous entries were 
at the Treseldown Event, and yesterday at 
Chatsworth, the Duke of Devonshire’s 
place. At all these events quite a number 
of entries had to be rejected, because one 
could not cope with more competitors. 
At these big events there are always one 
Open Class, one Intermediate, and two 
Preliminary Classes, depending on the 
amount the horses have previously won, in 
order to give young horses a proper 
chance. No horse under 5(in3-Day Events 
6) is allowed to take part and one sees a 
great number of promising young horses 
trained and schooled on proper line3. 
What a difference from, let us say, 7 or 
8 years ago, when one saw only a very 
few accurate dressage tests. 

This is to a great part due to the 
activities of The Pony Club, where young 
people receive in the holidays proper 
tuition from experienced instructors. Al- 
ready in the Intra-Pony Club competitions 
and in the Pony Club Championship one 
can find the future Combined Training 
riders. No rider under 17 (ininternational 
events 18) is allowed totake part in official 
horse trials. Horses must be over 15 
hands. 

As to what the judges are looking for 
in dressage tests of horse trials, One

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A Sport of Problems

Racing is a sport of problems. There 
is a new crop every day at every track 
and in every racing community. It has 
been so since the day before the first 
two runners were matched. 

The puzzles are varied in subject and 
importance. They start with such localized 
and relatively simple questions as ‘‘Who’s 
gonna’ win the double?”” and extend to 
enigmas that defy the most brilliant brains 
of the Nation, 

In the latter category is ‘*Would Tim 
Tam have won the Belmont had he not 
shattered a sesamoid?”’ 

This has been debated extensively with 
both positive and negative sides claiming 
victory. That’s the happy part about rac- 
ing - few contests, or discussions over 
contests, are conclusive. The fellow with 
the second horse always is ready to race 
again and the gent who picked a loser is 
allowed time to explain how he fixed 
upon it and why it lost. 

Of course, he must grant his auditor 
equal time. 

One particularly interesting question 
that was answered recently was ‘‘Can 
racing endure without Hartack?” 

A ten-day trial proved that it could. 
The slight fall-off in handle at Beulah 
Park was attributed to other causes. 

Anyone associated with a horse pub- 
lication knows that nearly every reader 
has a question he is busting to put to 
somebody. 

My favorite came from a lad who had 
heard that Whirlaway ran unopposed in 
the Pimlico Special of 1942, The question: 
**What did he pay across the board?” 

My second favorite was from a young 
man who had decided to make racehorse 
betting his life’s work. On his first and 
only visit to the course he had turned a 
profit of $600 and realized at once that 
he had been frittering away his years in 
the wholesale dry goods business. 

Now he was going to make up for lost 
time. He was no dummy, though, and did 
not wish to plunge into the new field with- 
out proper knowledge. There was, he said, 
one question that was bothering him, and 
thank heaven I could answer it. 

**What,” he wanted to know, “‘is a 
claiming race?” 

He must have gone on to a smashing 
success because he has not asked me any 
more questions. 


1958 Turf Problems 

Each Turf season brings its particular 
problems and 1958 is no exception. In 
fact, it has been a year of many. 

For the next decade people will be 
asking, ‘‘Would *Tomy Lee have won 
the Champagne and the Garden State if 
he had run forward instead of sidewise?”’ 

In the long line that will form early 
for next year’s Kentucky Derby, there will 
be numerous souls who will bet that he 
**would of.” 

Many people mushing from Bowie 
during the blizzard last spring had the 
same question. It was, ‘*‘Wonder what 
the guys who used to kick about Bowie 
weather in April would say about this?” 

There are dozens of other problems 
and puzzles - and some that no one can 
answer - and, just as a horse that stands 
out above the others becomes the Horse 
of the Year, the annual stand-out question 
might be termed the Riddle of the Year. 

My nomination is one that has been 
on everybody’s lips since the first time 
Round Table was retired. 

It is: ‘‘How can you tell when a horse 
retires?” 

After the Woodward, Round Table’s 
connections said the colt was through 
for the year. Some of the New York 
writers said he appeared to be through 
for the year BEFORE the Woodward. 

The reporters and the stable both 
were wrong. Round Table noticed that 
he’d have to pass through Chicago on his 
way to the West Coast and that the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup was coming off about 
the same time. 

He dropped in for it and came away 
with it - and the title of biggest money- 
winner in the world. 

Then he retired again, to wait for Santa 
Anita. 

He has worked hard and deserves a 
rest, and the only race left to go for is 
the Washington, D, C, International, which 
offers nothing besides world renown anda 
chance to meet one of the best Thor- 
oughbreds alive, Ballymoss. 

Round Table hasn’t had much luck 
running against the ‘‘best’’. Last year, 
his stable was anxious to have it out 
with Bold Ruler and *Gallant Man to 
see which was the biggest of the big 
three among the three-year-olds. He got 
them together in the Trenton and ended

up low man on the results board. 

*Gallant Man also retired. He was 
bothered by a splint, and the syndicate 
that owns him decided to give him treat- 
ments and bring him back, maybe, late 
in the winter. Now he is being de-retired, 
and will have a go at the Pimlico Special. 

If they bring Bold Ruler out of re- 
tirement for a shot at a late-season event 
it will be a true racing rarity; it will 
make 1958 the only season in which the 
three leading four-year-olds have been 
retired and un-retired, 

Two or three horses of less inter- 
national importance than those mentioned 
have been in and suddenly out of re- 
tirement during the season just passed, 

Obviously, Round Table and *Gallant 
Man are in running order, or will be 
when asked to compete. They are prop- 
erties too valuable to risk if there is 
danger of injuring them. 

But it still leaves unsolved the question 
‘*How can you tell when a horse is 
retired.” 

As I usually do when I have a problem 
of such importance on my hands, I sent 
out a call for my panel of experts on 
nugatory knowledge. 

No dice, though, The members had

Chenery’s Rich Tradition was a length 
farther back and a neck ahead of King 
Ranch’s Resaca, the favorite. 

The winner is a bay daughter of Hill 
Prince-Almerry, by War Admiral and was 
bred by Bwamazon Farm, Inc. (Millard 
Waldeheim). Mrs. Van de Maele, adaugh- 
ter of Capt. Harry F. Guggenheim, bought 
Merry Hill at last year’s Saratoga Sales 
for $14,000. It was Mrs. Van de Maele’s 
first purchase of a racer and she had 
quite a time convincing her father that it 
was a wise investment. Merry Hill ran 
coupled with Cain Hoy Stable’s (Capt.

The Chronicle Cup 

An even half-dozen timber -toppers 
faced starter H. A. (Brud) Plumb and 
were sent away in even alignment, the 
eventual winner moved to the fore and 
led the band over the lst of 16 stiff 
obstacles. In his wake as named were, 
George T. Weymouth’s Robinhurst, George 
L. OhrStrom, Jr.’s *Irish Well, Thomas 
S. Nichols’ *Coit, Randolph D, Rouse’s

Fly. 

Restraining Grand Chal as the field 
moved to the 2nd fence, Joseph L.

After due consultation, 
the placing judges recognized Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Out of Reach the winner by a 
scant head, Getting his nose slightly in 
front of Count Down, Ragtime Cowboy was 
placed 2nd, while Sun Dog, in the middle 
of the pack was 4th, a 1/2 length behind 
Count Down, 

The thrilling event had a mishap over 
the Ist obstacle where C, D. Todd’s 
Fleet Master went into the hurdle weaving 
and slammed Capt. J. L. B. Bentley’s 
Russ while in midair, causing the latter 
to fall. Ronald Sheather, Russ’ rider, 
walked back from the spill without visible 
injury. 

In carrying 146 pounds, composed 
mainly of A, P, (Paddy) Smithwick, Out 
of Reach was 3 pounds over his allotted 
143, However, the extra weight of Smith- 
wick did not deter in the head victory of 
Mrs. Phipps winner of the 1957 United 
Hunts hurdle division awards. In capturing 
the Piedmont, the black gelding picked 
up 3 points for a total of 12 to lead the 
hurdle division for current honors. With 


only 2 more hunt race meetings scheduled 
on the fall agenda, the popular owner of the 
great Neji, seems certain to again 
dominate this division of hunt racing. 


Gridiron Wins 

Having won 2 races over obstacles this 
season, C, Mahlon Kline’s Gridiron proved 
his speed on the flat by winning the Bull 
Run, an “‘about’® 1 1/4 mile turf test 
which closed the good day of sport. Ably 
handled by Edwin Deveau, the 4-year-old 
followed the pace-setting Best Ace, owned 
by Charles A. Moore, for most of the 
route. Working on his mount in the final 
stages, Deveau forced Gridiron to the front 
and got up to win by 1 length. Displaying 
gameness, Best Ace held the piace safe, 
2 lengths to the good of Frederic H. 
Bontecou’s *Bee Off. The latter was 
making his 2nd start in this country, 
having been flown over to compete in 
the Temple Gwathmey at the United Hunts 
session without success. However, his 
race on the flat denoted a bright future 
for the 4-year-old winner over brush in 
England. The winner registered 2:12 for 
the route over very hard turf.

During the United Hunts-at-Belmont

back a good field to win the Monmouth 
County Plate, a 2-mile hurdle test. The 
race honored the Monmouth County Hunt 
Racing Association’s meeting and the 
triumph should have been a tip-off. 


Another for Basil Bee 

The victory at Belmont Park was the 4th 
in succession for the performer which 
handles brush and hurdles with ease and 
this caused Handicapper John E, Copper 
to allot the high weight of 162 pounds 
for Basil Bee’s engagement in the 14th 
running of the Monmouth County Gold 
Cup, a 2-mile brush handicap, One of 
6 starters to accept the issue, Miss 
Jacobs’ pride and joy found little trouble 
in scoring a Sth successive success, 

Cleverly handled by R. S. (Bob) Mc- 
Donald, who rode him to his previous 
victories in New York, Basil Bee disposed 
of George T. Weymouth’s Eastcor after 
landing over the 8th of 16 brush jumps 
and was never headed thereafter. Coming 
from 4th over the 12th fence, Mrs. Cordelia 
Scaife May’s Billing Bear got to within 
a neck of the eventual winner over the 
16th and final obstacle. However, on land- 
ing McDonald called upon his mount and 
the pair slogged through the exceeding 
deep going and drew away to win by 2 1/2 
lengths. Best of the balance, Billing Bear 
was 2nd, 7 lengths in front of Mrs. A. J. 
Smithwick’s Crag. Coming from last to 
close a bit of ground at the conclusion, 
Morris H,. Dixon’s Flaw was 4th, with 
Eastcor and Mrs. Smithwick’s Terrible 
Turk in his wake as named. 


Although only a small portion of the 
anticipated 5,000 braved the driving rain 
to watch the events from the hillside, 
Miss Patrice M, Jacobs was a member 
of the dauntless group. As soon as the 
‘chaser crossed the finish line she 
scampered down the slippery hill to con- 
gratulate McDonald for getting her winner 
home in 4:45 1/5. Anexcellent journeyman 
jockey, Bob McDonald accompanied Miss 
Jacobs to the enclosure where they each 
received trophies fromMrs, JohnC, Ellis, 
daughter of Mr. Haskell. 
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A native of the area, Jockey McDonald 
lived in adjacent Shrewsbury and attended 
school at St. Agnes in Atlantic Highlands, 
just over the hill from the race course. 
Although he has ridden over hurdles at 
Monmouth Park and over the Woodland 
Farms course on many occasions, the 
popular jockey claimed it was his first 
winning race in his home territory.

JOHN OLIVER KEENE 

If Russian race horses are comparable 
to their Sputniks and the Moiseyev Ballet 
troupe, other invitees to Laurel’s Wash- 
ington, D. C. International on November 
llth, had better ‘‘take thejr best hold” 
within the permits of the TRA Code of 
Standards and the rules of racing. 

If could be, that Russia recalls an 
American horseman named John Oliver 
Keene and is out for a bit of belated 
revenge for humiliation suffered at the 
hooves of horses trained by the late 
Kentuckian on whose estate Keeneland 
race course now stands, 

It seems that back around the turn of 
the century, a jockey named Mitchell who 
was riding for Keene, began to have 
weight problems and accepted an invitation 
to ride in Russia where the scale of weight 
was higher. He did well and suggested to 
his employer, a banker named Bloch, that 
J. O. Keene be brought over as trainer. 
Consequently, Keene went to Russia and 
was put in charge of Bloch’s second 
string. 

At the end of the 1902 season, Keene’s 
charges had won more races than the 
‘‘varsity”’. Jack Keene promptly returned 
to America and equipped himself with a 
large supply of light-weight racing plates 
of various sizes, unobtainable in Russia. 
He returned to Russia, took over the racing 
stables of Michael Lazareff and according 
to available records, perhaps not as reli- 
able as those of the TRPB, won no less 
than 116 races in a 3 1/2 month season, 
He made an almost complete sweep of all 
the more important stakes. 

Whether or not Keene found the game 
too easy in Russia or was invited to go 
back to Lexington is not in the record 
but he did return to the U, S. after the 
1903 season. 


BARRY GETS TOP-PRICED IRISH 
YEARLING 

For the top price of the sale,’ the 
chestnut colt by Sicambre out of Ash 
Plant, a grand-daughter of Aurora, was 
sold at the Dublin yearling disposal for 
22,800. dollars. 

Purchaser was Irish trainer Paddy 
Prendergast, who revealed that the colt 
is destined for the United States to be 
trained by Tom Barry and to carry the 
colors of *Cavan’s owner, Joe O’Connell. 
The third foal of his dam, a good race- 
mare who won the Pretty Polly Stakes and 
one other race, he is a half-brother tothe 
U. S. winner *Winged Mercury. P.T-C. 





RIDDLE FARM 

The 365-acre farm known as Faraway 
Farm near Lexington, Ky., belonging to 
the Estate of the late Samuel D, Riddle, 
was recently sold at auction for an av- 
erage price of $700.50 per acre. The well 
known Thoroughbred breeder, Ira Drymon, 
bought the front part of the farm totalling 
109.32 acres for $126,264.60. 


BELMONT MEETING 

Belmont Park’s 45-day autumn meeting 
was by all means the most successful in 
history, both betting and attendance being 
up approximately 2 per cent as com- 
pared with last year. 


FLORIDA JUVENILE RACING 

According to editor Karl Koontz of 
“The Florida Horse’, a study of two- 
year-old racing at the 1958 Gulfstream 
Park meeting reveals that the gross 
income to management after purses for 
each race was $5,502. The average for 
each race on stakes days was $5,370, and 
the average for each race on days when 
two-year-old racing was featured was 
$5,371. 


VEITCH RESIGNS

LUCK - BAD OR GOOD ? 

Bad luck dogged the first four winners 
of the biggest of all big-money two-year- 
old races, the mile-and-a-sixteenth Gar- 
den State. Each winner took home the fab- 
ulous purse and then went wrong for one 
reason or another, F 

*Turn-to won the first one in 1953 
and then never made it as far as the Ken- 
tucky Derby next year. He went wrong in 
his underpinning. Summer Tan won the 
next one and then nearly died of tummy 
trouble (an embolism). He did make it back 
to the races and ran a whopping second to 
Nashua in the Wood and a good third to 
Swaps and Nashua in the Kentucky Derby. 
The following year he won The Gallant Fox 
at Jamaica but he never really ranbackto 
his two-year-old expectations. Prince 
John won The Garden State in 1955 and 
then stepped on a stone in the parking lot 
at Hialeah which put him out of the racing 
business. Don’t ask me what a Thorough- 
bred was doing inthe parking lot. Barbizon 
won it in 1956 and has done nothing since. 
All those horses, incidentally ran under 
the number three onthe saddle cloth, Nadir 
broke the jinx in 1957, He wore number 
four for his win and he has become prob- 
ably the leading three-year-old in training 
by early fall. 

There is another side to the story 
though. Seven of the starters in the first 
Garden State in 1953 were still running 
in 1958, five whole years later. They are 
Full Flight, Thither, Bobby Brocato, Miral 
Lad, First Watch, War Doings, and John 
B. P. For just one of them to be going 
still is pretty good, but for seven to be 
running in 1958 is sort of on the amazing 
side, R, J. Clark

Hound Trailing 


The Summer Sport of the English 


Lake District 
Sydney Moorhouse 


Sportsmen throughout the world have 
heard of John Peel and his famous pack 
of hounds that hunted the Cumberland 
fells to the north of England’s lovely 
Lake District, and anyone who has visited 
that part of the British Isles knows that 
it still contains some of the most enthu- 
siastic hunting men imaginable. Love of 
hounds is, indeed, a vital part of their 
make-up, so much so that, not content 
with following the fell packs after foxes 
for hundreds of mountain miles during 
the winter months in an area where all 
hunting is carried out on foot, they have 


devised a summer sport which, hunting 
over, still keeps the hound well in the 
picture. 


Just when the idea of sending hounds 
to follow a trail laid across the mountain 
slopes first originated no one seems to 
know, but Mr. W, S, Newall, an authority 
on the sport, writing in the Hound Trail- 
ing Annual, 1950, says: 

‘‘When and how did hound trailing 
start? There are no records of the first 
occasion on which hounds were used to 
chase a non-existent quarry - for that 
is what trailing boils down to - but we 
do know that it has been a favourite 
sport of the dalesmen for over a century. 
Probably the best story about the origins 
of trailing is that of an old huntsman 


who was so bored, as were his hounds, 
close” season 


with inactivity during the 


that he sent his son out on the fells to 
drag a fox’s skin and so lay a trail. 
When he saw his son returning home by 
a different route, he loosed his hounds 
and wondered which of them would be 
first back to kennels.” 

Others claim that the sport as we 
know it today has developed from the 
days when one huntsman would claim that 
his puppies had better ‘‘noses” than those 
of the rival packs and a suitable test 
would be devised to find out the truth or 
otherwise of this boast. 


Simple Rules 

Whatever the real origin of the sport, 
it would be difficult to imagine one with 
simpler rules, so much so that anyone 
attending his first hound trail soon feels 
quite at home and able to follow all that 
goes on. Briefly, the idea is that the hounds 
follow a laid trail of aniseed, turpentine 
and paraffin for some ten miles across 
the slopes of the fells, the first hound 
to complete the circuit being the winner. 

Perhaps it is this simplicity that has 
made hound-trailing the most popular 
sport in north-western England today, 
during the season, which extends from 
the Saturday of Easter week-end until the 
end of October, several hundred trails 
are run, most of them under the auspices 
of the Hound Trailing Association, the 
chief governing body. This organisation

was formed in 1906 and what was hitherto 
a somewhat rough-and-ready pastime, 
with rules differing as one went from 
one place to another and with certain 
owners and trailers ever ready to invent 
others to give their hounds an advantage, 
became a well-organised sport, with its 
laws every bit as stringent as those 
governing horse-racing or other forms of 
competition in which animals are involved. 


Laying The Trail 

Long before the first spectators have 
arrived at the place where a trail is about 
to be run, the two persons responsible 
for laying the artificial line that hounds 
will follow have been taken out to some 
place five miles away. Then, starting in 
opposite directions, they drag their cloths, 
which have been well soaked inthe aniseed 
and turpentine mixture, over the ground 
as they make their way backto the starting 
point. The whole length has been prepared 
in advance and walked over by some of 
the officials, and usually it includes a 
number of dry stone walls, varying in 
height from four to six feet, tobe crossed - 
a fitting test of endurance as well as speed. 

Trail laying is no easy affair. A good 
man at the job has both an eye for the 
country and a sound knowledge of the 
speed at which hounds can travel over 
different types of surface. Loose screes 
and sharp stones on which pads could 
be torn have to be avoided whenever 
possible, as have fences of barbed wire 
which can cause serious injury to animals 
travelling at speed. 

Hardly have the trail-layers left the 
ground when the bookmakers come on the 
scene. Entries are taken on the field and 
in the absence of a printed programme 
the blackboards displayed by each of the 
bookmakers are consulted for the names 
of the runners. To me, these are always 
of interest. Even when yelled by some 
bookmaker, with little time for romance, 
there is no mistaking the music in the 
very sound of such names as Lawbreak, 
Diddler, Randale, Perevale, Darter, and 
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(LEFT) - Over the first fence at Patterdale. On this 
10-mile trail there are 18 walls to jump. (RIGHT) - A

the rest. Such names have been running 
in Lakeland hound circles for many years. 
Even John Peel and his contemporaries 
would have felt quite at home with them. 


Training Methods 

Meanwhile, the trainers in charge of 
the hounds are busy with last minute 
massaging. Some of the runners receive 
a trim and shampoo within half an hour 
of the time of starting. More than one 
trainer has spoken of the invigorating 
effects of this beauty treatment before 
a strenuous trail. 

Preliminaries over, each competing 
hound is dabbed with some colouring 
matter so that the judges will know that 
it has gone the distance and then the 
runners settle down on the starting line. 
Some strain at their leashes, others stand 
motionless. Practically all give**music.”” 
The trail runner comes forward, lifting 
his ‘‘drag’’ as he nears the line of hounds; 
his colleague waits until the race has 
commenced before he comes in, otherwise 
there would be danger of hounds starting 
in the wrong direction. 


The Start 

The starter’s white flag comes down. 
The line of hounds surges forward and 
the crest of a lemon, brown, black and 
white waves rises as the first of the stone 
walls is crossed. Then it becomes harder 
to distinguish individual hounds and as 
the trail continues the runners change 
into the blurred white specks that will 
contour the fell slopes for the next half 
hous. Sometimes they disappear into some 
gully; then they come into view again, 
Now, of course, the line begins to spread 
out and, as the final slopes are reached, 
it again becomes possible, for the experts 
at any rate, to recognise individual hounds. 

Now pandemonium breaks out among 
the owners and trainers. Names of hounds 
are yelled; piercing whistles seem totear 
the air apart. One might well ask if 
hounds can identify these whistles, but the 


answer seems to be in the negative. As 
one old trainer put it: ‘‘What you have 
to get into your head is that those hounds 
finish best who upon hearing the whistling 
and seeing the crowd, lift up their heads 
from the scent and come straight to the 
finishing line.” 

As the hounds come towards the final 
line, so the din increases and the trainers 
produce tin boxes containing some special 
titbit. Pieces of rabbit, tripe, chicken, and 
even sponge cake are among the things 


offered. Hounds cross the line in quick 
succession and make for the tins. Within 
a matter of seconds an almost stream- 
lined, speeding creature has been trans- 
formed into the hound we all know, head 
in tin and stern wagging furiously. 

The judge calls out the names of the 
leaders. Winning owners collect their 
prize tickets. The rest walk away with 
their animals. The bookmakers pay off. 
Another trail is over.

townsman’s outlook, but hound trailing 
bridges that gap about as thoroughly as 
any sport I know. 


Cleveland Bay 


Hunter Cross 


This season has been marked by the 
number of mares sent to Cleveland Bay 
sires to produce weight-carrying hunters. 
This, of course, is nothing new, or an ex- 
periment. Nearly acentury ago hundreds of 
Cleveland Bay crosses were among the 
best and highest-priced hunters but the 


dealers who bought them for the Shires 
were afraid to acknowledge the Cleveland 
blood because of the common idea (not 
yet quite eradicated in the south), that 
Cleveland Bays are essentially long-back- 
ed coach-horses. 

There have been a number of Cleve- 
land Bay-Thoroughbred crossed hunters 
which have won in big hunter classes at 
shows this season, including the champion 
hunter yearling at the Royal Counties show. 
This gelding was bred and exhibited by 
Major J. G. Morrison, M.P., M.F.H. He 
is out of Venus, a Cleveland mare bred by 
Mr. O. Welford, C.C. of Roxby, Staithes, 
and bought by Major Morrison from Mrs. 
Blackburn, then at Bowcliffe Hall, Boston, 
Spa. The sire was the Thoroughbred Silver 
Pencil (by Artist’s Prince). This gelding 
has only been shown twice, the other oc- 
casion being at Cranborne Horse Show, at 
which he won, beating the winner of the 
Hunter Improvement Society Show at 
Shrewsbury.

June Badger 


Thursday, January 30, Fair and almost 
hot. Back again in Mallow, Co., Cork after 
a year’s absence due to working in Florida. 
Every one “‘delighted’’ to see me, the two 
little women in Wallace’s Bakery shop 
repeating and echoing the phrase like 
birds in a cookoo clock, To Matt O’Con- 
nell’s farm driven by Taylor, the Dudley’s 
Factotum at The Garland where I P,. G, 
(stay as paying guest). Taylor helps me 
with my horse, advises me upon all things 
and supplies information concerning where 
to buy hay and straw, and other practical 
items including the weather, about which 
the last, he is not always reliable. 


The Indomitable Georgie 

Had sold Timmie, my cob, to adelight- 
ful lady and a good home and had gotten the 
loan of Matt O’Connell’s Georgie. Georgie, 
a small bay cob around 14 hands, grew up 
hunting, and the O’Connell boys, Pearce 
and Paul, grew up with him, their main 
idea to stay with hounds, ride hard and 
fast and at anything in their way. As a 
result Georgie learned to take care of 
himself and to think quickly as he was 
never given time to do otherwise. 

My tack on Georgie, there was nothing 
to do but I should jump a bank opposite the 
house. Knees felt extremely weak, was not 
fit and felt I would much rather jump 
another time, but there seemed no way out 
and both O’Connells, Father Sheehan and 
Taylor assembled to watch, Georgie went 
over and back landing like a feather and I 
felt very fine indeed. I was told that he 
might pull, even on the road, and that he 
would gallop very fast to his banks, but 
would always slow himself upon arrival 
and jump carefully. Hacked to the Garland 
kicking Georgie, who was not at all happy 
to leave home. 

Hacked daily for a week, galloping in 
Willie Beamish’s field. Georgie had not 
been hunted since the Christmas holidays 
when Kathleen, who had grown up enough 
hunted him, and I had not been out since 
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before Christmas. Had his mane trimmed 
and new shoes which cost me l6s, (about 
$1.75). Found studs, (put in shoes against 
slippery pavement), which I furnished, had 
gone down a shilling in price. Amazed 
that anything would go down, However, 
found that corn (oats) was the same price 
as a year ago - 25 shillings a hundred or 
$3.50 and hay 10 pounds a ton, roughly 
$30.00. 


Liscarrell Meet 

February 4. Cloudy and cool, Had 
decided to hunt the following day when 
hounds met at Liscarrell. As the meet 
was near 14 miles and no chance of a lift, 
rang Capt. O’Brien at Liscarrell to see 
if I could leave Georgie overnight. Captain 
O’Brien would be delighted, so, allowing 
two hours and a half, started off after 
lunch, Arrived in better time thanI thought 
as I found all season that Georgie was 
always getting me to places long before 
Timmie used to, Captain O’Brien had very 
kindly moved his calves out of a box and 
had it bedded deep in straw when I 
arrived. Arrived home with the help of

Taylor and the car to find Mrs. Hope- 
Johnston had rung, offering me a lift. 

February 5. Looked like rain, not cold. 
A drive out to the meet with Rags Horns- 
by and Cecily; he, our Master. O’Shaun- 
nessey’s Pub, before which we always 
meet, has been sold to a Kerry man, I 
missed Mr. O’Shaunnessey. Captain 
O’Brien had Georgie tacked up when I 
arrived. He has owned some good point- 
to-point horses and it seems people used 
to leave horses for the meet at Lis- 
carrell with him 30 years ago, 

Delighted (myself) to see everybody 
and a goodly gathering. Drew Rockspring 
just outside the town. disappointing, as 


the country thereabouts is light. From 
the next draw some miles away, we ran 
a fox into Lakeil covert, a long ravine in 
the middle of which ran an awkward 
stream, the ground steeply rising on both 
sides, Foxes come out one end and go in 
the other or cross, and dothe same some- 
place else. The country is heavy and the 
banks and ditches big and unpleasant. Don’t 
mind going over them once, but not a 
second time. Did not notice Geogie pulling 
much and, as there were people always 
ahead of me, he did not jump very fast. 

Cecily Hornsby pulled out and I with 
her as was not too fit yet.

A tumbler of sherry and 
arrived home in a very foggy condition, so 
much so that I threw a rug on Georgie, 
gave him his warm drink and his mash and, 
after my tea, took a nap before disposing 
of the usual mud from horse, tack and 
boots. Found Georgie’s eye closed and 
running and with the help of Taylor 
procured aureomycin.

West Germany’s superior equestrian 
team, Olympic champions at Stockholm in 
1956, came without fanfare or beating of 
drums into the arena of the huge Penn- 
sylvania National Horse Show, and began 
quietly and unassumingly to mop up. 

This they did to the tune of six vic- 
tories a tie with the United States, for a 
total of 129 team points. In addition, Hans 
Guenther Winkler, Gold medal winner at 
the Olympics in 1956, and twice World’s 
champion, (1954 and 1955), emerged as 
the individual champion, compiling a total 
of 32 points. 

The United States Team, fresh from 
triumphs abroad, placed second with 3 
victories, anc the one shared with Ger- 
many, for a total of 76 points. Hugh Wiley, 
U. S., was reserve individual champion 
with 30 points; William Steinkraus, U. S. 
team captain, third with 26 points; Alfons 
Lutke-Westhues, of Germany fourth with 
20 points; and Fritz Thiedemann, of Ger- 
many, European champion of 1958, fifth. 

Mexico won one of the 11 events, and 
that by Vicky Mariles in the fault and 
out, when she and six other riders each 
scored 20 plus points, (including the three 
Americans,), but her time was thespeediest, 
(36.9 sec.) 

Canada, although shut out from first 
place victories, snared enough seconds, 
thirds and fourths to emerge in third 
place in team scores, compiling 59 points. 

The Mexican team score was 39 points, 
while the Cuban team, in its first year of 
International competition on this continent, 
scored but 9 points. Its members all had 
determination, and with more experience 
should even up the competition in years 


to come. 


U. S. Victories 

Ihe United States first place victories 
were: the Second Low Score event, wonby 
Hugh Wiley with two faultless rides on 
Master William and Nautical; the Fault 
and Out (one minute time limit,) won by 
Wiley on Nautical; the Perpetual Chal- 
lenge Trophy, team class, and the In- 
dividual stake class shared by Bill Stein- 
kraus aboard Ksar d’Esprit and Hans 
Gunther Winkler on Halla. 

Although Winkler, (who also 
European champion in 1957, and German 
champ in 1955,) had the highest individ- 
ual score of 32 points, he actually had 
only one first place ride - and that was 
shared with Bill Steinkraus, U, S., in 


was 


stake class. Each was 
awarded 10 points for their tie in a 
five-way jump-off after as many clean 
first performances. On the jump-off over 
a shortened course, the two went clean 
again, in the identical time of 17.2 seconds, 
Since international rules do not provide 
for a second jump-off, the event was 
declared a first place tie, and no second 
place ribbons were awarded. The two 
winners split first and second place money. 

On the other hand, Hugh Wiley’s 30 
points for reserve place were all first 
place rides for 10 points each. Likewise, 
Steinkraus had two first rides, 10 points 
each, and one six-point second place 
ride for his total of 26 points. 

The Low Score event went to Germany, 
whose expert riders committed only four 
faults in the three events. The United 
States placed second with just eight faults; 
Canada was third with 20 faults and 
Mexico fourth with 24, Cuba, having got 
into trouble somewhat, ended last with 
55 1/2 faults. The U. S., in the last 
ll years, has won the Low Score event 
six times, more than any other nation, 

The Perpetual Challenge trophy, one 
of the biggest plums in international 
jumping, was captured by the United 
States team with 12 faults. This was 


only the second time the U, S,. has won

Prix Des Nations 
The competition for the Prix Des 
Nations Cup, biggest plum in the Inter- 
national ‘‘pie,’” held in two events, went 
to Germany, with a combined score of 
26 faults. Canada was second, scoring 
55.75 faults, the United States third, 78 


faults, and Cuba, fourth, 104.50 faults. 
Faults in the first of the two events, 


over a stiff 16-jump course, were nothing 
short of astronomical, considering the 
experience of most of the riders. Germany 
had 21.25; Canada, 52.5; Cuba 40.25; 
Mexico 48,5, and the United States, 64.75 - 
due to the fact that George Morris went 
off course, and it took some doing on 
the part of his team-mates to pull the 
U. S. out of the hole and finally finish 
third. As may be deduced from the final 
scores, all teams were much better on 
the second round, except Mexico, which 
withdrew. Vicky Mariles was not permitted 
to ride in the Prix Des Nations events, 
as she is too young according to FEI 
rules, so her brother rodetwo horses 
in each event. Incidentally, this observer 
feels that the two Mariles children, good 
as they are, are too young to ride in 
the grueling international competition, 
which requires long and late hours. It 
probably would have been better to have 
waited a year or two until they are more 
mature. Even Lt. Vinals, twenty-four, did 
not seem to be up to his fine performances 
of other years. 

The show was dedicated to Brig. Gen. 
Humberto Mariles, who carried the 
Mexican team to victory for many years, 
and has now bowed out of active competi- 
tion. He was present as non-riding captain 
of his team, and was honored the closing 
night when he was seated inthe Governor's 
box. He was given a huge bouquet of red 
roses for his wife, who was seated else- 
where in the stands. 

One of Wiley’s best rides was aboard 
his colorful and swift Palomino, Nautical, 
when he won the Fault and Out, plus 
points class, (as many as you can take 
in a minute) scoring 31 points. 

Ksar d’Esprit, with Steinkraus aboard, 
had many fine rounds, going faster than 
you think, He is so large, and his stride 
is so long, that he appears to be out 
for an easy morning’s canter, but when 
the time is announced, it is often the 
fastest. Our United States horses show 
that they have benefited greatly from 
dressage training, which has made them 
more collected and calm, yet has in- 
creased their speed and jumping ability. 
The German horses, all in sleek, fine 
condition, and neatly done up; are the 
most collected and manageable of the lot, 
due to their dressage training as a 
prerequisite to their training as jumpers. 
The Canadian horses also are collected 
for the most part, but a bit slow. Gay- 
ford’s good Blue Beau, though he made 
several clean rounds, wasn’t fast enough, 
and scored time faults on two of these 
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occasions. 


Open Jumping 

The sensation of the show in the 
domestic division was most certainly 
Windsor Castle, who won the “Triple 
Crown,”’ consisting of the Jumper cham- 
pionship, the Sky-Hi jump, (breaking the 
existing record,) and the Pennsylvania 
Big Jump, to say nothing of the Jumper 
Stake, the PHA class and the Triple 
Bars event. In one otherclasshe placed 
fifth, but lost the toss. 

Max Bonham, one of the nation’s best 
professional horsemen, guided the seven- 
year-old bay gelding, owned by Car] Miller 
Jr., of Battle Creek, Mich., to his 
triumphs. The combination became the 
first in Pennsylvania National History to 
win the ‘‘triple crown,’’ and Bonham be- 
came the first man ever to win the Big 
Jump twice. He won it last year with 
Velvet Lassie, now retired and in foal 
at the age of 18, Windsor Castle’s earn- 
ings for his effortless week-long efforts 


the 1958 Sky-Hi, second year it has been 
held at Penn National. Each horse was 
allowed three tries at the lone jump in 
mid-arena, starting at five feet, receiving 
three points for making it the first try, 
two for the second try, and one for the 
third try. Seven of the 13 made it over 
the six-foot three inch mark, but could 
go no higher. This left two horses, Windsor 
Castle, and 18-year-old Black Rock, owned 
by Frank Imperatore, Canonsburg, Pa., 
ridden by 16-year-old Frank, Jr., in the 
competition, Both made the 6-foot, six 
inch level, but Frankie and Black Rock 
went out after three valiant tries at the 
six-nine height. Then Windsor Castle 
floated over with inches to spare, ac- 
cording to gaping ring attendants, and thus 
broke the record, scored 19 points and 
received $500. Oddly enough Windsor 
Castle had to make three tries at the 
six-three level, but easily soared over 
the two higher’ marks, 
The Big Jump 
Nineteen horses were primed for action 
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National, N. Y., each year. Actually 
Andante has won this class four times, 
but under the colors of three different 
owners. 

Point wise, Windsor Castle did not 
total such a large score for the jumper 
crown, L7 points in all. As just mentioned, 
there were no points for the Big Jump, 
only half points for the Sky-Hi and Triple 
Bar, but full points for the PHA and bonus 
points for the Stake. By the same token, 
the Reserve champ, First Chance, had 
but 10 points, collecting five for first 
place in open jumpers and five for second 
place in the bonus point stake. He re- 
ceived no points for his second place 
win in the Big Jump. 


Hunters 
Hunter classes attracted some of the 
top-notch contenders in the nation, with 
three dozen entered in working hunters, 
a little less than two dozen in Green 
Conformation hunters, and only a ‘‘baker’s 
dozen” in conformation hunters, which

pion and tied for first in the International Jumping Stake.

totalled $4,707,50 - not a bad piece of 
change. His victory in the Big Jump, 
which had a total purse of $6,335, realized 
$3,165.50; the Jumper Stake, $600; the 
Sky-Hi, $500; the PHA, $400 and the 
Triple Bars, $40. 

Bonham, in expressing his exultation, 
tinged with a bit of astonishment, said 
that never before had he won such a 
collection of awards with one horse at 
one show, and commented that he knows 
of no other show in the United States 
which offers such outstanding opportu- 
nities. Windsor Castle’s a Canadian-bred 
son of Blue Yank, who also sired Tom 
Gayford’s Blue Beau. 

In the valiantly contested Sky-Hi Jump, 
Windsor Castle was the only horse to 
clear the bars at 6 feet, nine inches, 
the highest he has ever jumped, which 
broke last year’s record of six feet six 
inches set by Miss Virginia, owned by the 
late George Di Paula. 

Thirteen horses made up the field for 


in the Big Jump, for which it cannot be 
said that money was no object. Five had 
faultless performances on the first round, 
and Windsor Castle was the only one to 
go clean again on the jump-off for the 
top prize money. First Chance and Little 
David tied on the J, O., with 12 faults 
each, and on the second jump-off. First 
Chance took second money with four faults, 
and Little David took third place money of 
$633.50 with 12 faults. The other two 
horses on the jump-off, Andante, owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. David T, Kelley, Armonk, 
N. Ye, and All Shook Up, Bob Dnault, 
Raynham Mass., were eliminated on the 
jump-off, and tried again, with the results 
in that order. Andante won $443.45, and 
All Shook Up, $316.75. 


US.E.T. Trophy 
Andante copped the FEI bonus point 
class for the USET trophy, as she had 
at Devon. The trophy is competed for at 
Devon, at the Penn National and at the 


division turned out to be the least good, 
entry-wise and performance-wise, in spite 
of the beauty and breeding of the con- 
tenders. 

The best and tightest competition was 
in the Green Hunter section, in which 
there were 13 first-year horses and nine 
second-year aspirants. Cold Climate, ex- 
quisite three-year-old golden chestnut 
owned by Green Court Stables, Ithaca, 
N. Y., and shown by Mrs. Sue Burke, 
earned the championship with 19 1/2 
points, just nudging out Morton W, Smith’s 
four-year-old Witchcraft, Middleburg, 
Va., who totalled 19 points for the re- 
serve ribbon. Both are first-year-horses. 

Conformation champion was Silver- 
miner, eight, of Chinquapin Farms, (Ernst 
Mahler, Jr.,) Tryon, N. C., ridden by Miss 
Nancy Laird, Atlanta, Ga., for 17 1/2 
points. Popular Mrs. Sallie J. Sexton, 
Granville Ohio, placed her handsome and

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dependable seven-year-old Eden Roc in 
the Reserve spot with 16 points, after 
winning the stake. 

The conformation stake was quite dis- 
appointing in that five of the twelve 
entries went off course - all at that 
pesky little white gate which the horses 
seem to dislike so much, Among them 
was Peggy Augustus’ Waiting Home, who 
up to that time had been a leading con- 
tender with 14 1/2 points. Waiting Home 
last year retired the Challenge trophy, 
and Miss Augustus, of Cobham, Va., had 
put it back into competition this year. 
Her horse had won two firsts and two 
seconds, among them the half-point model 
class, up until the stake. Several other 
horses had knockdowns, and in fact, the 
only really good rounds were put in by 
Eden Roc and Mr. and Mrs. Henry D. 
Paxson’s Chappaqua, second place winner 
in the stake. 

Things were better in the regular 
working hunter division, marked by quite 
a few good performances. The champion- 
ship crown fell to Sultan’s War, dark 
brown aged gelding owned and ridden by 
W. H. Hanley, Sewickly, Pa., who garnered 
14 points, while Naute Mia, another famous 
aged brown gelding from Saxon Woods 
Farms, Tryon, N, C., ridden by Gordon 
Wright, placed in the reserve spot with 
12 points. 

The show had an entry list of 813 
horses, and featured 20 different divisions, 
one of the most varied shows inthe nation, 
A total of $45,000 in trophies and prizes 
were awarded, There must have been 
enough silverware given out to stock an 
entire floor of Tiffany's. 

There was a beautiful exhibition of 
dressage by Frau Liselot Linsenhoff, of 
Frankfurt am Main, Germany, which will 
be described elsewhere in this magazine.

Something that canhappen, but doesn’t 
very often, did indeed happen at the Hill- 
top Horse Show, when a horse which 
hadn’t won a single blue ribbon copped 
the working hunter championship. 

This feat was accomplished by Ray- 
mond Herbert’s sterling performer, Edge- 
wood, ridden by Miss Jenepher McLean, 
who won four seconds and a third to earn 
14 points and the title edging out J. D. 
McKinnon’s Tarad, another veteran per- 
former, which had won two firsts, a 
third and a fourth for a total of 13 points. 

Not only was tuis division:tight, but 
the others were so evenly matched that 
they required hack-offs. In the green 
hunter division, Hillandale, owned and 
ridden by Miss Leslie Lockhart, tied with 
Mrs. Ernest Scott’s Bell Rock, each end- 
ing with eight points. Leslie captured 
the hack-off, and thus the championship. 

One of the most interesting events to 
watch was thefox-hunting performance 
class, over a irappy course laid out 
on the rolling meadow of the Thaddeus 
Trout estate. Here many horses evidenced 
their dislike, or downright hate, for the 
*‘little white gate,’ which this time had 
quite abbreviated wings. Many horses 
declined it on the first try, and two or 
three riders came a cropper at this 
jump. Winner was Ronald Houghton, riding 
his goodlooking dappled gray, War Goblin, 
for a beautiful round - including the little 
white gate. 

The most hilarious class was ‘‘The 
Three ‘Rs,” - calling for ‘readin’, Ridin’ 
and ‘rithmetic.”’ It actually was similar 
to an FEI course usually termed ‘‘Go 
As You Please.”” Jumps placed in the 
ring were valued from 5 to S50 points 
each, and each rider was required to 
take six jumps, any that he pleased. 
Time also counted, 45 a tie-breaker. 
If a rider knocked down a jump he could 
not try it again, and three refusals elim- 
inated him. Ruby Zemo, riding This Is 
It, was smart. She took one of the higher 
valued jumps, and went back and forth 
over it six times to win the class. Her 
mare, though on the heavy side, is as 
quick-turning as a polo pony. One of the 
obstacles was a picnic table, all set up 
with paper plates, cups, etc., which all 
the riders carefully avoided. As an addi- 
tional ‘‘reward,’’ the four winners were 
all given an opportunity to jump the table - 
even though by that time all the “settings” 
had blown off. All were successful, and 
Jenepher McLean, with Edgewood, cleared 
the table riding bareback, By that time, 
the sun had set, the wind grew cool and 
everyone went down to the Trout’s attrac- 
tive greenhouse~partyhouse, for warm 
food and refreshments.

Loudoun County Horse Trials 


Ottershaw 


Miraculously the sun appeared after 
an all-day rain the morning of October 
4th, truly a late-summer day. Dr. & 
Mrs. J. M. Rogers on whose property 
at Hamilton, Virginia the Trials were 
held, fully deserved such weather for 
they and their friends had built the course 
almost single handed, so constructed that 
only twice did the contestants pass out 
of view of the prominence directly adja- 
cent to the dressage ring and the stadium 
jumping area, located, as they were, in 
a type of amphitheatre. 

Nineteen starters were on hand, the 
first four qualifying for the Novice Div- 
ision, horses (not riders!) which had not 
placed either first, second or third ina 
Horse Trials under the auspices of the 
USET, the remainder starting in the 
Open Division. Again, to encourage new- 
comers, it was considered advisable to 
use the Novice Dressage Test, 1958 (Class 
N) which of course gives the inexperienced 
horse a much better chance. Both divisions 
used the same tests and courses, except 
that the Bonus for ‘‘under-time”’ applied 
only to the Open, 


Dressage 

With Lt. Col. G. van Hover of the Bel- 
gian Embassy in the Judge’s chair, Col. 
W. E. Shipp’s young dun gelding Archer, 
ridden by Marilyn Treviranus, was the 
first to start. Despite his rather high head 
carriage he performed very steadily to 
earn the best dressage score of the day, 
87 penalty points. Mildred Gaines’ chest- 
nut Richwood was the other horse with 
reasonable score in the Novice. The 
standard, even in such a simple test, was 
poor, the riders either apparently lacking 
in understanding, or having given their 


horses insufficient preparation, Some 
horses were entirely too fresh. Inthe Open 
Division only Sea Puss (M. Gaines) the 
imported French chestnut, *Cimber (Jean 
Lindsay) and Buckshot (Judi Scattergood), 
that deceptive little buckskin from Penn- 
sylvania, obtained creditable scores, with 
one exception, 

Sara Willis’ good mare, Shadow Patch 
not only won the dressage test in the 
Open with only 89 points, but by virtue 
of a smooth performance throughout and 
no further penalties deservedly became 
the winner of the Trials. Directly follow- 
ing the stadium jumping test the uncon- 
firmed result placed Buckshot (J. Scatter- 
good) in first place, but on checking the 
calculations, an error was discovered 
which reversed the order, a mere 2 points 
separating the two horses. 


Cross-Country Course 

The 1.95 mile long course was, with the 
exception of the ‘‘barnyard sequence” a 
galloping one without surprises. The rider 
had a time allowance of 7 minutes in 
which to complete it and negotiate the 23 
solid obstacles. In addition those in the 
Open Division could earn a time bonus, 
the time for maximum bonus being 5 
minutes and 48 seconds. At 1:30 the first 
horse started on the cross-country course 
and negotiated without difficulty the first 
fence, a rather un-inviting, leaning post & 
rail with a wide ditch beyond. A sunken 
road with logs on the far bank followed 
and then the wagon carrying an immense 
tree trunk, Shades of Atlas shouldering 
the world! A solid rail fence on top of a 
ridge and the horse disappeared from view 
over two coops re-appearing over a bar- 
way. Then a line fence preceeded by a 


depression and on to the ‘‘antique gate’’, 
which brought the horse to the spring 
house. There the overflow had been dam- 
med into an ‘‘open water”. It was shallow 
but quite sticky, and many horses dropped 
a leg (or two) into itl 

Then came the barnyard across a gap 
in a board fence, into an implement shed, 
jumping out over stacked bales followed 
by a stonewall into the cattle yard and 
more bales, this time into the dark open- 
ing of another shed and out the other end - 
all of these inrapid succession. The picket | 
fence, Trakehner and seed bags brought 
the horses to the inviting cordwood follow- 
ed by an immense felled tree trunk pre- 
ceded by a blind ditch. Only the feed 
troughs laden with fodder remained before 
the finish. 

This course had the distinction of not 
causing a single elimination in spite of

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its variety, nine horses being without 
jumping faults. Mrs. Paul Fout’s ex-point- 
to-point horse, Curist, fairly burnt up the 

«track having, with only 5:38 minutes, the 
fastest round and earning maximum bonus 
points. Five others, notably the buckskin 
Buckshot, scored bonus points. 

In the Novice Division Dr. Sam Birch’s 
Judge Beacon had the misfortune to fall 
after crossing the finish line and had to 
be withdrawn because of minor injuries. 
Jean Lindsay’s Anglo-Arab *Cimber also 
sustained a fall, having approached the 
felled tree at an oblique angle. However, 
the pair wasted no time to finish the course. 
At the completion of the Cross-Country 
Test Archer (Marilyn Treviranus) led the 
Novices with Thomas Taylor’s Small 
Change close behind. In the OpenDivision, 
Shadow Patch held on to her slim lead of 2 
points over Buckshot. Curist improved his 
position considerably to move up to 3rd 
place. Mrs. R. Norton, Jr.’s grey mare 





Mrs. H. S. Treviranus on ARCHER, se- 
cond in the novice division. This pair had 
the best dressage score in both open 
and novice division. 








Aetna following, was the only other horse 
in serious contention, 


Stadium Jumping 

The action next moved to the stadium 
jumping course sporting an attractive 
course, though set in rather a cramped 
area for the speed required, which ac- 
counted for frequent time faults. In the 
Novice, Archer relinquished his lead by 
having two fences down, to Small Change 
ridden by Nancy Graham, only 2 points 
separating these two Trials’ prospects. 
In the Open, the order did not change 
among the first four. Happy (Esther Tay- 
lor) was eliminated when she jumped 
out of the pen, without turning, over the 
sheep hurdles at just over 5S’, the record 
leap of the day. Mrs. Louise Ewing’s 
Jim Cricket, who was the winner of the 
Orange County Horse Trials, managed 
to cop 5th place. 


An innovation at these Horse Trials 
was the prize money offered in the Open 
Division which undoubtedly stoked the 
flame of competition. With such succéss 
plans are being laid for an even better 
effort next year.

does not want to see very collected 
horses in these ‘‘Prix de Manege’’. One 
wants to see a properly balanced horse, 
going freely forward with impulsion, 
hocks well engaged, straight on tracks, 
properly bent in corners and circles - 
in the ribs (not in the neck), round the 
rider’s inside leg. Good straight halts 
on all four legs, smooth transitions, 
proper extensions. The last official Olym- 
pic Test was impossible with its small 
half circles and other difficult move- 
ments. The new one is much better, as 
the competitors can ride freely forward. 
The horse should be well on the bit with- 
out being highly collected,

He 
held out for the first Derby, nine years 
later.”

In the story there is no mention 
of **Jennie’s’’ age at that time but accord- 
ing to these dates it is quite possible.

He writes clearly, at least for 
those who know the subject already or 
who are, at any rate, sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the basic principles of equi- 
tation to absorb the author’s teaching 
and profit from it. In its native country, 
where there are plenty such, the book 
has enjoyed great success, having had 
three reprints since it was first pub- 
lished in 1953. 
- The author makes little attempt to 
explain the why and wherefore of things, 
and could not possibly have done so in 
the space selected, It is not a book for 
beginners. But it is a brilliant exposition 
of how the rider should sit and control 
his horse in all its different gaits and 
exercises. Impulsion, balance, and the 
resulting brilliance of movement without 
which advanced riding simply cannot exist, 
are well brought out and the author 
succeeds in conveying a clear picture of 
the all-important ‘‘feel’® without which no 
theory, however sound, can lead to success 
in horsemanship. 


A Great Book 

It is a great book, and the attempt 
to make its contents accessible to the 
English speaking public deserves of sin- 
cere appreciation, A translation of this 
kind is no easy matter. It demands com- 
plete mastery of the subject in both the 
original language and in that of the trans- 
lation, It also requires experience of 
literary etiquette, which entitles the 
reader to expect arendering which follows 
the original as faithfully as is humanly 
possible.

This is the American edition of the 
English translation, published in London 
last spring, of the Swiss publication 
**L‘Annee Hippique”, which appeared last 
January. Oscar Cornaz and Jean Bridel 
have assembled their usual superb col- 
lection of photographs. There is a Fore- 
word by Lt.-Col. M. P. (Mike) Ansell, 
president of the British Show Jumping 
Association and an Introduction by Rai- 
mondo d’Inzeo, Italy’s great rider. The 
full accounts, summaries and pictures of 
all the official international shows of the 
Federation Equestre Internationale (FEI) 
are set forth, together with a number of 
special articles including one by the well 
known American rider Betty Beryl Schenck 
entitled ‘‘American Show Horses 1957"’, 
explaining our hunter and jumper events 
to European readers. Although the pub- 
lication ‘‘L‘Annee Hippique” has appeared 
annually for nearly 20 years, this is the 
first year in which it has been translated 
into English, It is anindispensable record, 
pictorially and otherwise, of the 1957 
European Show Jumping Season. A.M-S. 


PERSIMMON, HIS STO™Y. BY PAUL 
STEVENS, ILLUSTRATED BY KENNETH 
WHITSETT, CHARLOTTE, N. C., HERI- 
TAGE HOUSE, 1957. pp. 144. 

This is a beautifully produced book 
which Paul Stevens wrote for his grand- 
sons, It concerns a pinto horse, born on a 
southwestern range, acquired first by a 
circus and then by a gambler operating 
at the bush tracks, who ends up in a show 
stable.
